evening, all are recuperating rapidly . 
The rescuers in the third vein are 
making desperate attempts to rescue

One o f the miners disco vered in the 
seco nd level, ea st end, was tho ught to 
be still alive and his bo dy was hurried 
to the ho spital car, but the phy sician 
declared he had been dead several 
ho urs. 
Until last night no attempt had been 
made to enter the third vein o f the 
mine. 
The disco very o f the bo dies in 
the seco nd level, to gether with an em­ 
phatic pro test. fro ra the United Mine 
Wo rkers o f Illino is a ga inst the unv/ar- 
ranted delay , caused the mining in­ 
specto rs to rush a party o f rescuers 
into the lo west level. 
Acco rding to 
the mine o fficials* estim a tes there are 
mo re than 150 miners y et unacco unted 
fo r. 
Many mo re bo dies are believed 
to be in o th r parts o f the seco nd vein. 
Mo re than 100 o f the miners are ex ­ 
pected to be fo und alive in the lo wer 
vein. 
W hile it is kno wn that water 
has sto o d severa l feet deep in the third 
vein since the disaster, it is said there 
is an o verca st where hundreds o f en­ 
to mbed miners co uld live high and 
dry . 
Fresh air has been freely circu­ 
lating thro ugh this y o in. 
The ex perts admit the likeliho o d o f 
saving mo re o f the Impriso ned miners. 
Captains Lattimer and Hall, in co m­ 
mand o f the co llieries, wired Go verno r 
Deneen regarding the fea sibility o f 
placing the to wn under martial law. 
ex plaining that under martial law the 
rescue wo rk wo uld be greatly facili­ 
tated. 
The go verno r decided no t to 
issue such an o rder at present. There 
has been much dissensio n o ver the way 
in which the rescue wo rk has been 
co nducted, and ex perienced miners are 
censuring 
the

“ I ho pe they will hurry the 
wo rk and rescue tho se miners if they 
are still alive, but there have been to o 
many bo sses. 
That is the tro uble,” 
said Captain Lattimer, o f the sta te 
tro o ps. 
The fact that these newly 
fo und bo dies in the ea st end o f the 
seco nd vein are tho se o f men who died 
recently has been kept quiet fo r fear 
o f inflaming public o pinio n at a time 
when there is much indignatio n. 
Henry Smith, the first o f the res­ 
cuers to find the men, returned to the 
surface and to ld a graphic sto ry o f 
ho w so me o f them were fo und kneeling 
as if in pray er, while o thers were ly ing 
fa ce do wnward. 
Farther o n the rescuers co uld see 
where the men must have dug away 
an immense fall o f earth.

to g et off.” 
It appears that Mr. Foulke con­ 
tracted the habit of writing occa sion­ 
ally to President Roosevelt on ques­ 
tions of national importance and of

were 
promptly given to the press. 
There 
were many observers of the Roosevelt 
“ policies” 
who 
believed 
that 
Mr. 
Foulke was a convenience for Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, and to such persons 
Mr. Foulke became known to fame as 
the “ ready letter writer.” 
The habit seem s to have clung to 
the Indiana reformer. 
In any event, 
when President Taft returned from his 
western trip he found in his bulky 
correspondence a letter from William 
Dudley Foulke administering to the 
president a lot of cha stisem ent on ac­ 
count of Mr. Taft’s Winona speech. 
Mr. Foulke voiced his disappointment 
at the’ tone of the speech and mildly 
rebuked the president and conveyed, 
with expressions of profound regret, 
the feelings of disappointment which 
filled his breast and surged in the 
bosoms of other reformers because the 
president had seen fit to part company 
with the so-called insurgents. 
Mr. 
Foulke took occasion to remind the 
president that he had been one of Mr. 
Ta ft’s ante-convention supporters and 
that, he declared, made his grief all 
the more poignant. 
President Taft replied to the letter 
of Mr. Foulke. 
The correspondence' 
is not available at this time, but a 
few visiting sta tesm en at the White 
House have been permitted to read 
Mr. Foulke’s letter and the president’s 
reply. They are chortling over it, and 
it is believed the president did not 
overlook the humor in the situation 
when he dispensed with the services 
i of the “ ready letter writer” by a few 
strokes of his pen.
